A fter a three hours’ trip the boats finally reached tho clearing w hich 
su r­ 
rounds the homo of B ug-ah-m ah-ge-shig. the Indian w ho Is a t the b ottom of all 
th e trouble. 
Tho place is a m ost picturesque one. A half-dozen Indians stood In 
fron t of the log house, and one of them , arrayed in a flaming red blanket, ca m e at 
*ow n the path to tin* landing, m a k in g sign s 
of 
peace. 
W h en 
about fifty 
yards fm m shore the Chief w ent aground and a 
few 
yards 
nearer shore the 
F lo ra also struck bottom. 
W e all transferred to the barge and w ith the aid of 
long poles reached the shore easily. 
Maj. W ilkinson and the four correspondents 
w ere the first ones ashore. 
T hey w ere im m ed iately follow ed by the deputy m ar­ 
sh als and the .-soldiers. 
T h e latter form ed n ear the landing and a third of them 
m arched up and halted In front of the house. 
In the m ea n tim e the deputies and th e interpreters had gon e up to the house 
and were co n versin g with the Indians. W h ile th ey w ere talk in g a tall, fine looking 
Indian, w ith his hair in tw o braids d ow n his hack, em erged from the house and 
started for th e woods. 
Col. S h eeh an m a d e a dash for him, and seizing him by the 
arm placed him under arrest, for the colonel had recognized the Indian as Mah-qua, 
one of the m ost turbulent and m ost d an g ero u s of the P illagers and one of those 
prom inent in th**. recent rescue of B u g-a h -m ah -g e-sh ig from the m arshals. 
T he In- j 
dian at on ce show ed light, but Col. S h eeh a n produced a 
pair 
of 
handcuffs and 1 
grappled w ith his prisoner. 
T h e fight w a s short hut exciting. 
T h e Indian sue- ; 
ceeded In secu rin g possession of th e hand cuffs and dealt a

p o w e r e d and the handcuffs placed on h is w rists. 
H e w a s then carried to the 
shore and sen t on board the F lora in c h a r g e of tw o soldiers. 
W h ile the soldiers and m arsh a ls w ere en ga ged w ith M ah-qua, five 
Ind ian s 
were seen to leave the house and m ak e their w ay rapidly to the woods. 
All 
theso m en w ere armed w ith W in ch ester rifles. 
N on e of theso m en w ere recognized 
as men the m arshal w an ted so they w ere allow ed to go unm olested. 
B y the 
tim e Mah-qua arrived at the lake shore, Gen. B acon and M arshal O'Connor arrived 
at tho beach in a row boat. 
In com p lian ce w ith the m arsh al's request tw en ty 
m en w ere detailed us skirm ishers and started out to beat the w oods in the search 
for rebellous Indians, being instructed to bring in any Ind ian s they m ight find. 
A fter fifteen m in u tes’ search they returned em pty handed,

the commissioner.

of the Indians to receive a delegation 
1t a hopeful sign. The surrender of 
the men wanted by the marshal may 
cause some' trouble, but I hope not."

The east and west 
liue of tin* Great Northern is heavily 
guarded from Deer Uiver ou the east 
to Bemidji, on the west. There are 
troops at both government dams, be­ 
sides those who a r e here, and the In­ 
dians seem to be pretty nearly sur­ 
rounded. 
The peace commission left at 4:40 
o’clock 
yesterday afternoon for 
the 
scene of last week’s battle to confer 
with, the 
Bear islanders. 
Commis­ 
sioner Jones gave them a letter ad­ 
dressed to the Indians. The commis­ 
sioners 
are

Kay-gway-ge-wah-be- 
nung, an old Indian chief. The fol­ 
lowing is a copy of the letter addressed 
by the commissioner to the Indians: 
C’o i n n i i * N o n c r . l o n e * * L e t t e r . 
“My Friends: 
I am very sorry to 
hoar of your troubles and have come 
to your reservation for the purpose of 
settling them. The laws of the 1’nited 
States are made to do justice to all, 
and they must he obeyed. 
1 earnestly 
desire that you shall take into con­ 
sideration tin* proposal of surrendering 
to the proper authorities those men for 
whom warrants are in the hands of 
the Fnited States marshal. 
As for 
those for whom no warrants art' held 
they will be allowed to return quietly 
and peacefully 
to 
their 
homes, al­ 
though they resisted the Fnited States 
troops. 
I do not want an immediate or 
reek I ss answer from you, but 1 want 
you to weigh the matter well before 
giving a reply. 
If you think proper 
you might send a delegation to consult 
with me at the office of the overseer of 
this reservation. We will talk over 
your difficulties and I will guarantee 
you a safe return to Bear island.

Walker, Minn., O r t . , 13.—Everybody 
s hopeful of a peaceful solution of the 
Pillager trouble, b u t almost everybody 
Is a tritie skeptical of a settlement 
without a further show of force. Com­ 
missioner Jones, of the Indian bureau, 
is in complete charge just a t present. 
Sen. Bacon and Marshal O’Connor are 
awaiting the progress of the negotia­ 
tions set on foot by the commissioner. 
r ile message prepared 
at 
Monday’s 
council, couched in the blunt and vig­ 
orous language which Gen. Bacon had 
used to the Indians, was not sent out, 
but a mon' pacific message was pre­ 
pared by Commissioner Jones, which 
appears iii full below. 
“ I am 
exceedingly 
hopeful of a 
peaceful solution of tho m atter,” said 
the commissioner. 
‘‘The willingness 
of tin' Indians to receive a delegation 
It a hopeful sign. The surrender of 
the men wanted by tin* marshal may 
cause some trouble, but I hope not.” 
W hen Gen. Bacon was 
asked his 
opinion of the situation he said: ‘i 
am holding back 
Tli*» D o e * o f W a r 
to give commissioner Jones abundan 
opportunity to work out his plans, lr 
he succeeds, all well and good. 
If he 
does not. then I shall lie ready to take 
the m atter up promptly.” 
W ord was received that the Fourth 
Infantry, at 
Fort 
Sheridan, and the 
Seventeenth, at Columbus, are ready 
to move. This means that both regi­ 
ments could be landed here in forty- 
eight hours. 
T he troops under Gen. 
Bacon’s command now seem to be ad­ 
mirably disposed. The east and west 
line of the Great Northern is heavily 
guarded from Deer River on the ca si 
to Bemidji, on the west. T here are 
troops at both government dams, be­ 
sides those who are here, and the In­ 
dians seem to be pretty nearly su r­ 
rounded. 
T he peace commission left a t 4:40 
o’clock 
yesterday afternoon for 
the 
scene of last week’s battle to confer 
with, the 
B ear islanders. 
Commis­ 
sioner Jones gave them a letter a d ­ 
dressed to the Indians. T he commis­ 
sioners 
are 
F a th e r 
Aloysius, 
O hs 
Beauleau 
and 
Kay-gway-ge-wali-be- 
nung, an old Indian chief. The fol­ 
lowing is a copy of the letter addressed 
by tho commissioner to the Indians: 
C o n i m l n n o n e r J o n e s ’ F e t t e r . 
My Friends: 
I am very sorry to 
h ea r of your troubles and have come 
to your reservation for the purpose of 
settling them. T he laws of the United 
States are made to do justice to all, 
and they must be obeyed. I earnestly 
desire that you shall take Into con­ 
sideration the proposal of surrendering 
to tile proper authorities those men for 
w hom w a rra n ts are in the hands of 
the United States marshal. 
As for 
those for whom no w arrants are held 
they will be allowed to return quietly 
and peacefully 
to 
I heir 
homes, al­ 
though they resisted Hie United States 
troops. I do not w’ant an immediate or 
reekh ss answ e r from you, but I want 
you to weigh the m atter well before 
giving a reply. 
If you think proper 
[you might send a delegation to consult 
itll me at the other of the overseer of 
[this reservation. We will talk over 
[your difficulties and I will guarantee 
you a safe return to Bear island. Re­ 
spectfully.

Those Amendment*. 
At the coming election there are 
four constitutional amendments to be 
voted on. The first one proposes that 
women may vote for library boards 
and serve on them as well as vote and 
servo in school elections. 
The second 
on'* istosubm it constitutional amend­ 
ments at only general elections, when 
tin* law is now silent, and that a ma­ 
jority of the votes cast on that propo­ 
sition shall be required to adopt. The 
third is a modification of the home 
rule measure and proposes that char­ 
ter commissioners shall be chosen 
for six years and not for life. 
It re­ 
quires them to 
submit 
a charter 
amendment to vote on petition of five 
percent of the voters, and it estab­ 
lishes, fur legislative purposes four 
classes of cities instead of three. The 
fourth amendment is the one provid­ 
ing for a state highway system. 
The 
amendments complete appear in this 
issue o f the 
D i s p a t c h and should he 
carefully read by every voter.

Letter From Manila. 
The following extracts are taken 
from letters sent by Geo. A. Galla­ 
gher of 13th Minnesota volunteers 
from Manila to hts relatives here: 


M a n i l a , August 25th, 1808. 


D e a r M o t h e r :— Manila is divided 
into old Manila, new Manila and four 
or five suburbs. 
The population is 
over 400,000. 
The old city is sur­ 
rounded by two walls 20 feet thick 
with a very wide moat between them. 
The houses are all built of stone, two 
stories high. 
The lower windows 
are covered with iron gratings. There 
are balconies in the second story cov­ 
ered with shutters and screens. Tho 
houses are all built together in the 
form of a square, with a court in tho 
center. 
Taken altogether they look 
very much like a prison. 
When we 
first entered the city all the shutters 
wero closed, but when the senoritas 
saw that we were not such Indians as 
we had been made out to be, their 
heads gradually popped out. 
Now 
they have become accustomed to us. 
Wo moved from Malate abont a 
week ago and are now quartered m a 
building formerly occupied by the 
guardia civiha. 
After sleeping in 
wiud and rain we appreciate a dry 
floor. 
For the last two days I have 
been on guard at the palace in the 
court room, acting as a kind of dep­ 
uty. 
As soon as a prisoner is sen­ 
tenced 1 take charge of him and turn 
him over to the proper prison. 
It is 
not a very hard job after what, wo 
have gone through. Just this instant 
I have been told I need not go to the 
court again, so you see I am out of a 
job, Tho insurgents have strained 
relations with us. 
We don’t think 
much of them. 
All the natives are a 
dirty lilthy set. 
Last night we had a 
light with them at Cavite, 
papers talk about the 
helping us 
That is all bosh. 
They 
had one cannon within a hundred 
yards of a Spanish block house, and 
shot 700 to a 1000 shots at it, anil 
never hit the house. 
1 am writing 
this id one of tho low windows that 
are covered with iron bars. The room 
is 30 feet long, 20 high, about the 
same in breadth. 
It is all painted 
white. 
The walls and lloor is bare. 
There are shelves and 
boxes all 
aroond. 
Our goods are neatly piled 
up. 
Many of the boys are lying 
around sleeping on ttie tloor, writing 
letters, reading papers, or shaving. 
Aug. 20th.—This is the dirtiest 
city in the world. 
The streets and 
houses are filled with tilth -that is 
the ild city. 
For tho last live days 
the weather has been fine. 
We have 
a day off every three days. 
It is this 
way: On guard 24 hours, then on 
duty at tho quarters cleaning up 
things for 24 hours, and then 21 hours 
off. 
We are the police of the city. 
The best part of tho day is from six 
in the evening until nine. Then I 
ike to take a stroll down the sea 
shore. 
There is by the Hea a broad 
driveway, and all of the rich people 
come out riding every night. 
They 
come in two seated open carriages 
Irawn by two little horses. 
Most of 
the women are good looking, but they 
do not compare with our American 
ladies. 
They are very dark. 
They 
don’t wear hats. 
They put their hair 
straight back with a largo top knot 
on the top of their heads, Lillian Bus­ 
sell style. 
August 30th—I took a walk over to 
new Manila yesterday afternoon. 
I 
visited several store; they have some 
elegautones here. The jewelry stores 
are fine. 
Pearls seem to be very 
cheap. 
I wish I had money enough 
to buy one or two. 
One store was 
very grand; its walls were covered 
with mirrors. 
There was a clock of 
French make that I noticed that rep­ 
resented a battleship. 
It bad two 
turrets that wore continually turning 
around, and the propellers were con 
stautly in motion. 
It was made of 
silver and gold mounted on a beauti­ 
ful marble slab. 
The churches are 
very largo and old. On the outside 
they are not^very attractive, but on 
the inside they are more thun grand. 
They have altars, pillars and columns 
of marble, silver and gold. The hang­ 
ings are in velvet, silk, plush and 
satin. 
Thousands of cut-glass lamps 
and caudle holders are seen, which 
must have cost thousands of dollars. 
The paintings uro magnificent and 
the decorations 
surpass any thing 
seen in the United States. Lust night 
I took a walk through tho city. 
The 
lower windows of the houses are nine 
or ten feet from the ground. People 
were sitting by the windows, and 
sometimes they would say to me 
"buenos natchos,” which means good 
evening. 
It seems odd to be walking 
among people aud not be able to un­ 
derstand more than a word. 
The 
streets are about 25 or 30 feet wide 
and the sidewalks four. 
A queer 
thing is that everybody turns to the 
left side. 
Perhaps you would like to 
know wtiat kind of a uniform we 
wear. 
We have a regular farmer 
straw hat, white canvass coat and 
pants, brown leggins, and brown 
shoes, dress suit. 
Our fatigue uni­ 
form consists of brown or gray felt 
hats, brown coats or pants, no pArtie 
ular kind of shoes. The oanvas suit 
is poor stuff. 
If you want a decent 
suit you must buy it yourself. 
I send 
the girls two little Spanish trumpets 
that a Spanish soldier used to wear. 
The soldier gave them to me. 
The 
Spanish soldiers are small, half-starv­ 
ed men poorly-clad. 
Love to all. 
Write when you can.

The following extracts are taken 
from letters sent by Geo. A. Galla­ 
gher of 13th Minnesota volunteers 
from Manila to his relatives here: 


M a nila, Angust 25th, 1898. 


D ear M o t h e r :—Manila is divided 
into old Manila, new Manila and four 
or five suburbs. 
The population is 
over 400,000. 
The old city is sur­ 
rounded by two walls 20 feet thick 
with a very wide moat between them. 
The houses are all built of stone, two 
stories high. 
The lower windows 
are covered with iron gratings. There 
are balconies in the second story cov­ 
ered with shutters and screens. Tho 
houses are all built together in the 
form of a square, with a court in the 
center. 
Taken altogether they look 
very much like a prison. 
When we 
first entered the city all the shutters 
were closed, but when the senoritas 
saw that we were not such Iudians as 
we had been made out to be, their 
heads gradually popped out.

Artificial I.akca on Farina. 
We have noticed jn some parts of Ill­ 
inois a number of small artificial lakes 
constructed in the pastures where the 
soli Is suita'#e. 
Recently we saw not 
less than half a dozen of these on a 
single large farm. 
So far as we could 
see they supplied the only water avail­ 
able for the stock, and the latter not 
only drank the water but bathed in It. 
There was no outlet, and the supply 
was gathered mostly from the rains. 
The result of such conditions is that 
the water becomes stagnant and foul. 
Water weeds and water life multiply 
rapidly and the possibilities of disease 
are greatly increased. 
It would be 
better to build fewer artificial ponds 
and have them more sanitary in con­ 
struction. 
The desideratum Is 
to 
produce a 
pond In which there will be a current 
of water. 
In such farms as we refer 
to It will be found iraposaJble to pro­ 
duce such ponds without going outside 
of the natural resources of the pasture. 
In many townships there are no brooks 
that run throughout the year. The de­ 
pendence in such cases must he placed 
In a wlnd-mlll, and this is the reason 
why fewer and better ponds should be 
constructed. A wlnd-mili will not give 
much of a stream, it is true, but it will 
be enough to prevent the water from 
becoming entirely stagnant. 
It will take some study to make the 
water run through the whole pond, but 
this can be accomplished by placing 
obstructions In the way of the current, 
continually deflecting it. 
Where there 
are low swales It will not requiro much 
of a lift to get the water to the top 
Of the ground. This will Increase the 
amount of water that can be pumped. 
If gravel and sand he near and plenti­ 
ful, it might be advisable to use some 
of it for the bottom and sides, as that 
would probably have some Influence on 
keeping down the growth of slime *n 
the ponds. 
It would bo also well to 
suggest that the hogs be not allowed 
to divide the possession of this pond 
with the other stock. 
The hogs seem 
to do more than any other animals to 
keep such places in an unwholesome 
state.

Preparing Ground for 1ol»i»«'<**" 
There aro many good people that do 
not like tobacco and think it should 
not he raised. 
Yet we are forced to 
confess that the growing of tobacco 
seems to be on the increase and to In­ 
coming more into prominence evei> 
year as an agricultural crop. rl he zone 
of its influence seems to be enlarging 
in an agricultural sense. 
Parts of >h( 
country that were formerly regarded 
as unfitted for tho growing 
of 
this 
plant at’e coming into prominence as 
tobacco growing regions. 
'I he tobacco 
plant holds a unique place in our agri­ 
culture. 
We cannot look 
upon 
it 
either as a food or ornamental plant. 
In itself it is a poisonous weed. It was 
formerly thought that tobacco growing 
greatly exhausted the ground, but un­ 
der proper methods this 
is believed 
now not to be the case. 
Growers of tobacco say that the cul­ 
ture of the soil should begin a long 
time before the culture of the plant, 
to get the best results. The land should 
be thoroughly plowed and harrowed in 
the fall. 
Stable manure should 
be 
used in large quantities, and some fol­ 
low the pructice of cutting it on the 
ground before the plowing is done. 
Others put it on after the field is plow­ 
ed and harrow it in. 
At 
least this 
should be done in the fall to give the 
manure time to decay, a3 the tobacco 
plant grows so rapidly that there is 
no time for manure to undergo chem­ 
ical changes after the seed has sent 
out the shoot. 
It is advised to avoid 
the use of manures too heavily nitro­ 
genous, and to use considerable pot­ 
ash. 
The ground should be well har­ 
rowed, and there are growers that as­ 
sert that a tobacco field cannot be har­ 
rowed too much. 
After the plants are 
on th** ground cultivation should 
be 
frequent and thorough. 


Triek of 
German Stockmen.—The 
following paragraph is clipped from 
the London News: 
The enterprising 
German merchants have lately begun 
to run the proverbial carriage and six 
through the Contagious Disease Act 
and regulations of the agricultural de­ 
partment. Under the regulations based 
on that act, the prohibition of the im­ 
portation of cattle from Germany is 
strictly enforced. 
A method of evad­ 
ing the requirements of the act has, 
however, been discovered, and is now 
in operation. 
The German merchants 
ship cattle on steamers, and send with 
them butchers, who kill 
the beasts 
during the passage and have the car­ 
casses all dressed for market by the 
time the vessel arrives at the English 
port. 
This week a supply of fresh 
German meat thus prepared was land­ 
ed in the Tees and at once sent off to 
the Manchester market. 


Crushed Oats, Cut Hey and Straw 
are Better than Whole Oats and Hay.— 
The London General 
Omnibus Com­ 
pany have recently completed an In­ 
teresting experiment with their horses. 
They divided them off for the purpose 
of testing the effects of two systems 
of diet. 
The first section were given 
daily 16 pounds of crushed oats, 7Ms 
pounds of cut hay and 2V2 pounds of 
cut straw. 
The other section had 19 
pounds of whole oats and 13 pounds 
of uncut hay. 
It was found that the 
condition of the animals under No. 1 
diet had decidedly Improved, while at 
the same time a saving was effected 
of 2Vzd per horse a day. 
The whole 
stud is accordingly now placed on the 
first-named dietary.—Ex. 


Tree Borers.—For borers near the 
collar of fruit trees the use of various 
alkaline washes Is desirable, as they 
keep the bark smooth and the eggs are 
not likely to be deposited.

A rtificial Lake* aa Varina 
We have noticed In som e parts of Ill­ 
inois a number of sm all artificial lakes 
constructed In the pastures where the 
aoli is bu I tattle. 
Recently we s a w not 
less than half a dozen of these on a 
single large farm. 
So far as we could 
see they supplied the only water av a il­ 
able for the stock, and the latter not 
only drank the water but bathed in it. 
There was no outlet, and the supply 
was gathered mostly from the rains. 
The result of such conditions Is that 
the water becomes stagnant and foul. 
Water w eeds and water life m ultiply 
rapidly and the possibilities of disease 
are greatly Increased. 
It would be 
better to build fewer artificial ponds 
and have them more sanitary in con­ 
struction. 
The desideratum Is 
to 
produce a 
pond in which there w ill be a current 
of water. 
In such farms as we refer 
to it will be found Im posable to pro­ 
duce such ponds w ithout going outside 
of the natural resources of the pasture. 
In m any tow nships there are no brooks 
that run throughout the year. 
The de­ 
pendence In such cases must be placed 
In a wlnd-rnill, and this is the reason 
why fewer and better ponds should be 
constructed. 
A wind-m ill will not give 
much of a stream, It is true, but it will 
be enough to prevent the water from 
becom ing entirely stagnant. 
It will take som e study to m ake the 
water run through the whole pond, but 
this can be accom plished by placing 
obstructions In the way of the current, 
continually deflecting it. 
W here there 
are low sw ales it will not require much 
of a lift to get the water to the top 
Of the ground. 
This w ill increase the 
am ount of water that can be pumped. 
If gravel and sand be near and plenti­ 
ful, It m ight be advisable to use som e 
of it for the bottom and sides, as that 
would probably have som e influence on 
keeping down the growth of slim e In 
the ponds. 
It would be also well to 
suggest that the hogs be not allowed 
to divide the possession of this pond 
with the other stock. 
The hogs seem 
to do more than any other anim als to 
keep such places in an unwholesom e 
state.

P r e p a r in g G ro u n d fo r T o b a cco . 
There are many good people that do 
not like tobacco and think it should 
not be raised. 
Yet we are forced to 
confess that the grow ing of tobacco 
geems to be on the increase and to bo 
coming more into prominence every 
year as an agricultural crop. 
J he zone 
of Its influence seem s to he enlarging 
in an agricultural sense. 
Parts of the | 
country that were formerly regarded 
as unfitted for the growing 
of 
this 
plant are com ing into prominence as 
tobacco growing regions. 
The tobacco 
plant holds a unique place in our agri­ 
culture. 
W e cannot look 
upon 
It 
either as a food or ornam ental plant. 
In Itself it Is a poisonous weed. 
It was 
formerly thought that tobacco growing 
greatly exhausted the ground, but un­ 
der proper m ethods this 
is believed 
now not to be the case. 


Growers of tobacco say that the cul­ 
ture of the soil should begin a long 
time before the culture of the plant, 
to get the best results. The land should 
be thoroughly plowed and harrowed in 
the fall. 
Stable m anure should 
be 
used in large quantities, and som e fol- 
j low the practice of cutting it on the 
ground before the plow ing is done. 
Others put It on after the field Is plow ­ 
ed and harrow it in. 
At 
least this 
should be done in the fall to give the 
manure tim e to decay, as the tobacco 
plant grow s so rapidly that there is 
no tim e for manure to undergo chem 
leal changes after the seed has sent 
out the shoot. 
It is advised to avoid 
the use of manures too heavily nitro­ 
genous, and to use considerable pot­ 
ash. 
The ground should be well har­ 
rowed. and there are growers that a s­ 
sert that a tobacco field cannot be har­ 
rowed too much. 
After the plants are 
on the ground cultivation should 
be 
frequent aud thorough. 


Trick of 
German 
Stockm en.—The 
following paragraph is clipped from 
the London News: 
The enterprising 
German m erchants have lately begun 
to run the proverbial carriage and six 
through the Contagious Disease Act 
and regulations of the agricultural de­ 
partment. Under the regulations based 
on that act, the prohibition of the im 
portation of cattle from Germany is 
strictly enforced. 
A method of evad­ 
ing the requirements of the act has 
however, been discovered, and is now 
in operation. 
The German m erchants 
ship cattle on steamers, and send with 
them butchers, who kill 
the beasts 
during the passage and have the car 
casses all dressed for market by the 
time the vessel arrives at the E nglish 
port. 
This week a supply of fresh 
German meat thus prepared was land­ 
ed in the Tees and at once sent off to 
the M anchester market.

Tho next 
step in the process is to cut stiff brown 
paper panels the size of the wooden 
ones, and on them draw In charcoal a 
simple outline, conventional pattern. 
If one is not original enough to do 
this alone, ask some friend to draw 
one, or copy some good design from an 
art magazine. The center panel should 
be the most prominent, while the side 
ones each have the same design, re­ 
versed to suit the branches 
of 
the 
screen and in its main features har­ 
monizing with the center one. 
When 
this is done, lay the paper on the panel, 
tack it in place and along each lino of 
the pattern tack in gently upholstery 
nails, arranged carefully at equal dis 
tances. 
These should be indicated by pencil 
marks if one has not a correct 
eye. 
When this is done the paper is torn 
out from beneath the nails, consequent­ 
ly too tough paper should not be used, 
and each nail is then carefully driven 
home with a hammer until it sinks in 
to the body of the material itself, giv­ 
ing a very rich metallic 
effect,

slight cost and little ingenuity.
